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Minutes  of  the  Omaha  Meeting 


1 .  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  President  Michelle  Burke  and  everyone 
introduced  himself  or  herself.  Members  and  guests  included  Walter  &  Eda 
Thomas.  Dick  &  LouAnn  DeVries,  Lou  &  Alice  Kretovics,  Duane  &  Linda 
Spellman,  John  Gillgren.  Doug  Jennings.  Jerry  Mengelkoch,  Garrett, 
Michelle  &  Katie  Burke,  Harvey  Chew.  Jan  Henke  and  Nancy  Yee. 

2.  First  order  of  business  was  a  discussion  about  several  items  on  the  most 
recent  Round  Robin  letter.  One  thing  considered  was  whether  to  set  up  a 
club  website.  This  would  need  to  be  monitored  by  an  officer  or  trustee.  No 
decision  was  made  on  this  item. 

3 .  A  lengthy  discussion  regarding  the  serial  numbering  on  our  reverse  die  was 
the  next  topic.  Duane  Spellman  detailed  how  USSC  was  sued  under 
California  law  in  the  1970’s  for  producing  bars  with  higher  serial  numbers 
than  the  stated  mintage.  Jan  Henke  told  how7  he  had  done  some  research 
with  several  minting  facilities  and  found  that  they  will  randomly  serial 
number  medals  on  the  edge  for  20-25  cents  per  digit.  However, 
SilverTowne  is  not  equipped  to  serial  number  bars,  either  on  the  edge  or  on 
the  reverse.  Duane  is  looking  to  the  future,  and  does  not  know  how  much 
longer  he  will  want  to  do  this  labor-intensive  task.  Dick  DeVries  and 
Harvey  Chew  both  thought  it  was  not  worth  the  legal  risk  to  the  club  to 
randomly  serial  number  our  units,  and  the  proposal  of  redesigning  the  die  to 
have  a  space  for  a  designated  club  number  was  made.  This  passed  by  a 
unanimous  voice  vote  of  all  present.  There  will  be  a  contest  to  design  a 
new  reverse  die  in  the  near  future.  The  cost  will  be  less  than  an  obverse  die 
because  a  reverse  is  line  drawing,  so  that  it  does  not  interfere  w  ith  the 
projections  of  the  obverse. 

4.  Duane  Spellman  requested  that  all  articles  and  advertisements  for  the  Bugle 
need  to  be  to  him  or  Nancy  by  the  10th  of  the  month  preceding  publication, 
or  it  will  be  held  until  the  next  issue. 

5.  There  was  discussion  about  the  2000  show.  Die  Sacramento  Valley  Coin 
Club  show  and  a  collectibles  show  in  San  Francisco  were  discussed  Jim 
Best  noted  that  bars  sell  much  higher  at  a  collectibles  show,  but  they  arc 
more  expensive  to  buy  in  such  a  venue.  He  also  thought  we  needed  a  larger 
show  than  the  Omaha  one,  but  also  realized  the  difficulty  of  finding  one  at 
this  time  of  year.  Jan  Henke  recommended  the  Sacramento  show .  noting  it 
had  set  attendance  records  last  spring.  Duane  Spell  man.  w  ho  liad  proposed 
the  collectibles  show  reconsidered  and  decided  to  back  the  SVCC  site.  The 
Sacramento  show'  was  chosen  by  a  unanimous  voice  vote. 

6.  Lou  Kretovics  was  commended  for  his  efforts  at  keeping  the  club  name  in 
the  news.  There  were  articles  in  m  three  publications  (Numismatic  News, 
Coin  World  and  the  Numismatist)  regarding  our  annual  meeting.  Lou  also 
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had  some  business  to  conduct.  He  took  this  opportunity  to  present  a  special 
60th  birthday  gift  to  Jan  Henke  from  Michael  Turrini,  who  was  unable  to 
attend  the  meeting. 

7  The  subject  of  our  bronze  bars  came  up  Doug  Jennings  wanted  to  know  if 
they  could  be  enameled,  and  Duane  discussed  how  the  die  lias  to  be  cut 
specially  so  the  piece  will  hold  enamel.  He  can  send  them  out  to  the  man 
who  docs  the  work  on  our  club  bars  for  $13  per  unit.  Jan  Henke  proposed 
that  bronze  medals  be  made  available  to  every  member  who  would  like  one 
as  an  additional  fundraiser  at  $5  per  bar  or  round.  The  bronze  units  have 
been  given  to  everyone  who  attends  the  meetings,  and  everyone  who 
contributes  an  article  of  profile  for  the  Bugle.  Michelle  Burke  encouraged 
all  members  to  continue  submit  articles  for  our  publication,  since  it  is  an 
excellent  way  to  connect  with  other  members.

1 1  Dick  DeVries  was  invited  to  conduct  the  auction,  and  a  record  amount  was 
taken  in! 

12.  The  meeting  was  adjourned  around  12: 15pm.
